Clemson's  garden  is  unique  be- 
cause it  teaches  the  sightless  to 
identity  plants  by  tactile  character- 
istics, as  well  as  to  appreciate  their 
esthetic  qualities 

the  Carden  fpr  the  Blind is  sit- 
uated two  miles  east  of  campus  in 
the  University  's  Ornamental 
Grounds,  a  set  luded  64-acre  sec- 
tion of  wooded  hills,  meandering 
forest  trails  and  thousands  of  art- 
fully arranged  plants 

To  further  the  public's  knowl- 
edge  about  the  science  and  art  ot 
horticulture,  the  horticulture  de- 
partment also  maintains  green- 
houses of  exotic  plant  species  and 

the  2  W  -acre  Variety  Trial  Garden, 
the  only  All  Amerit  an  tlemonstra- 
lion  flower  garden  in  the  South- 
tviM,  located  behind  the  Plant  and 
Animal  Science  building 

Designed  tor  the  delight  and  en- 
lightment  ot  the  general  public, 
Clemson's  gardens  function  also  as 
outdoor  laboratories  in  which  .in- 
trained  many  of  the  world's  best 
horticultural  si  lentists 

T  he  Ornamental  Grounds  area 
is  a  living  historical  museum  that 
preserves  part  of  South  Carolina's 
rich  history  in  the  verdant  vocabu- 
lary oi  trees,  sprouting  shrubs,  herbs 
and  blossoming  flowers 

South  Carolina  has  contributed 


significantly  to  the  nation's  horti- 
cultural and  agricultural  progress. 

I  he  first  agricultural  experiment 
farm  in  America  was  established 
in  1670  on  the  Ashley  River  by  or- 
der ol  th.- 1  ords  proprietors,  and 
the  nation's  second  oldest  farmers' 
sex  ui\  was  founded  in  Charleston 
in  1785. 

I  he  first  Camellia  japonic  a  in 
this  t  ountry  was  planted  in  17'J7  in 
Charleston's  world  famous  Middle- 
ton  Place  Gardens  Therare  Moun- 
tain Magnolia  (Magnolia  traseri)

try was  introduced  in  South  Caro- 
lina in  Ifl2r).  and  the  gardenia  was 
the  brainchild  Of  one  Dl  Alexan- 
der Garden,  a  t  oUmial  Charleston 
phy  sit  uin 

CtemsoivUnivcrsiiy  has  also 
made  stgnifit  ant  agru  ultural  con- 
tributions Tor  example,  Oemson 
horticulturists  have  developed  70 

per  cent  of  all  cucumber  varieties 
grown  in  the  U  S  d  >da\  as  well  as 
the  famous  Clenison  spineless 
okra.'* 

The  Ornamental  Grountls  are  .1 
permanent  home  lor  such  plants. 
Many  of  the  individual  specimens 
are  tiirect  tlest  endants  of  plants 

that  helped  teed,  clothe;  heal  and 

det  urate  the  homes  i>t  earlv  settlers 
Well-marked  trails  lead  through 
a  camellia  test  garden,  through 
rows  of  shrubs  and  blazoning  azal- 
eas, around  a  duck  pond  tringed 
with  wildftovvers,  and  through  tall 
stands  of  slash  pine.  oak.  cedar 
and  hickory. 

Early  colonial  history  comes  to 
life  in  the  compact  living  historical 
Complex,  which  t  an  quit  kly  make 
you  forget  that  our  pioneer  trails 


have  long  since  turned  to  asphalt 

1  he  area  contains  a  reconstructed 
frontier  cabin;  herb,  flower  and 
vegetable  gardens;  wagon  shed; 
corn  crib  to  serve  a  grist  mill;  and 
a  wildflower  trail  and  bog  garden 

As  in  the  Garden  for  the  Blind, 
plaques  in  Braille  and  regular  print- 
ing, provide  information  about 
plants  and  exhibits. 

A  rustic  split-rail  fence  bounds 
the  one-room  log  cabin,  a  museum 
lor  antique  farffl  ant!  garden  im- 
plements brought  herefrom  the 
Western  Carolina  mountains,  the 
cabin  was  reassembled  and  dressed 
w  ith  mortar  mixed  from  local  clay, 
aild  rough,  hantlsplit  oak  shingles. 

Fronting  the  cabin  is  a  tidy  co- 
lonial kitchen  garden  of  herbs  anti 
spices  used  by  early  Carolina 
homemakers  in  making  medicines, 
cosmetics  and  insect  repellents,  as 
well  as  meals. 

Across  the  yard  lies  an  informal 
vegetable  garden  brimming  w  ith 
straight  r<n\sot  old  strain    i  beans, 
tobacco,  Indian  corn.  okra.  indigo, 
Cotton,  Upland  rice,  and  other 
vegetables. 

The  wildflower  toot  path,  even- 
tually to  be  lined  with  more  than 
l*t K)  varieties,  twists  past  the  corn 
crib  anti  creaking  water  w  heel  of 
the  grist  mill,  over  a  lively  stream, 
through  splotches  of  colorful  flow- 
ers, like  the  Oconee  Bell  -  rarely 
found  in  the  v\ikl  outside  Oconee 
anti  Pickens  counties  —  anti  pene- 
trates a  bog  garden  containing 
plants  ty  pical  of  low-lying  areas  ot 
the  Palmetto  State. 

All  of  Clemson's  gardens  anti 
greenhouses  are  open  to  the  pub- 
lic, most  for  the  entire  year.  Get- 
ting to  know  the  hortit  ultural  gar- 
dens, like  other  aspects  of  Clenison 
University,  is  quite  an  education.

The  IPTAY  Story 


Beginning  September  a  year  ago,  and  ending 
this  past  August,  members  of  IPTAY  contributed 
more  money  into  the  Clemson  scholarship  club 
than  ever  before,  even  surpassing  the  record  set 
a  year  earlier. 

This  past  September  1st  started  the  37th  year  of 
IPTAY  and  probably  no  other  group  of  people  has 
done  more  for  collegiate  athletics  anywhere. 

Thousands  of  boys  have  received  an  education 
through  IPTAY  which  otherwise  would  not  have 
been  possible.  And  the  need  for  additional  mem- 
berships increases  each  year. 

During  the  36th  year  of  operation  the  club  has 
one  of  its  largest  memberships  on  record  with  7,034 
regular  members;  1.469  $100  Gold  Card  members, 
28  $250  members,  38  $500  members  and  18  who 
have  contributed  $1,000  to  the  club. 

IPTAY  was  started  —  and  still  functions  —  with 
one  purpose  in  mind,  that  is,  to  finance  athletic 
scholarships  at  Clemson.  Not  one  single  penny 
contributed  during  the  past  36  years  has  been  used 
for  any  other  purpose.  All  contributions  are  tax 
deductible. 

From  the  records  available,  there  were  185  peo- 
ple who  were  members  of  IPTAY  during  that  first 
year  of  1934-35.  Over  a  third  of  these  are  now  de- 
ceased, but  better  than  60  per  cent  of  those  still 
living  are  members  today  and  a  fifth  of  them  are 
Gold  Card  members. 

The  late  Dr.  Rupert  H.  (Rube)  Fike  was  the 
father  of  IPTAY.  It  was  his  idea  that  something 
should  be  done  to  support  athletics  at  Clemson. 
His  thought  was  being  churned  around  when  the 
Tigers  were  at  one  of  their  lowest  depths  of  foot- 
ball. The  team  had  won  only  seven  games,  while 
losing  17  and  tieing  five  in  three  years. 

The  beginning  of  IPTAY  was  an  adrenaline  to 
football  and  the  initial  success  experienced  was 
more  than  anticipated.  For  the  next  eight  years, 
the  football  teams  had  break  even  seasons  or  bet- 
ter. And  the  sixth  season  after  IPTAY  was  born, 
the  Tigers  went  to  their  first  bowl  game.  Five 
other  post-season  classics  were  to  come  Clemson's 
way  in  the  next  19  years. 

While  football  was  to  be  the  main  beneficiary  of 
IPTAY  funds.  Clemson's  other  athletic  teams  have 
also  benefited  from  the  program  as  evidenced  by 
the  conference  championships  won  in  other  sports, 
not  to  mention  the  numerous  All-America  and  All- 
Conference  honors  won  by  individuals. 

IPTAY  put  Clemson  athletics  on  the  map  —  to 
stay.

The  1970-71  Clomson  basketball  season  will  be  a  year 
of  adjustment  and  experimenting  for  new  Tiger  head 
coach  Taylor  (Tatcs)  Locke  and  his  three-man  staff  of 
Bill  Clendinen.  George  Hill  and  Cliff  Malpass.  Locke 
will  depend  heavily  on  seven  members  from  last  year's 
Clemson  freshman  club. 

Gone  is  sharp-shooting  guard  Butch  Zatezalo,  who 
lead  the  Tigers  in  scoring  the  past  three  seasons  and 
paced  the  ACC  twice. 

The  Tigers  not  only  lost  Zatezalo's  scoring,  but  center 
Richie  Mahaffey,  forward  Ronnie  Yates  and  forward 
Greg  Latin  all  bid  adieu  to  Clemson. 

Two  starters  do  return  for  the  Tigers,  guard  Dave 
Thomas  and  forward  Dickie  Foster.  Thomas,  who  will 
probably  be  a  starter  in  the  backcourt  this  season  aver- 
aged 1 1.6  points  per  game  last  season,  while  Foster 
averaged  8.0  points  and  7.4  rebounds  per  game. 

Guard  John  Coakley,  forwards  Paul  Holzshu  and  Jack 
Ross,  return  with  center  Pete  Weddell. 

Height,  which  the  Tigers  have  badly  needed  for  the 
past  few  seasons,  will  arrive  in  the  form  of  Dave  Angel. 
7-0,  and  6-11  John  Williams. 

Ron  Fenwick,  the  top  scorer  on  the  1969-70  Cub  team, 
has  been  groomed  to  take  Zatezalo's  guard  spot.  Fen- 
wick pumped  in  26.5  points  per  game  last  year  to  set  a 
new  Clemson  scoring  record  for  the  freshman  team.

FRANK  HOWARD 
Athletic  Director 


Frank  Howard  slopped  aside  last  December  10th  as 
Clemson  head  football  coach,  thus  ending  the  longest 
tenure  in  the  nation. 

The  man  who  had  165  victories  to  his  credit  decided 
30  years  was  enough  pacing  on  the  sidelines,  so  he  drop- 
ped part  of  his  dual  role  and  kept  the  one  labeled  ath- 
letic director. 

During  his  stay  of  39  years  on  the  coaching  staff,  nine 
as  line  coach  to  Jess  Neely.  Howard  roamed  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America,  as  well  as  that  of  Europe,  and 
spread  the  good  word  on  his  life's  work — football — and 
at  the  same  lime,  putting  in  a  good  word  for  Clemson. 

Howard's  victories  number  him  as  the  19th  leading 
coach  in  collegiate  football  (see  table  in  opposite  column). 
He  won  more  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  championships 
than  anyone  else  and  during  his  stay  at  Clemson,  he 
saw  52  different  coaches  come  and  go  at  the  other  ACC 
schools. 

Howard  played  in  one  post  season  bowl  game  as  an 
undergraduate  at  Alabama,  went  to  one  as  a  Clemson 
assistant  coach  and  then  carried  six  of  his  own  teams  to 

The  61-year-old  Howard  also  found  time  lo  coach  in 
nine  post-season  all-star  games,  and  even  he  is  afraid 
to  estimate  the  number  of  coaching  clinics  he  has  lec- 
tured at. 

In  fact,  there  isn't  much  Howard  hasn't  done — except 
sit  in  the  stands  and  watch  the  Clemson  Tigers  play  a 
football  game — which  he'll  do  this  fall.

Head  Football  Coach 


Ingram  Is  18th  Head  Coach  At  Clemson 


Cecil  Wayne  (Houtie)  Ingram.  Jr..  became  Clemson's 
18th  head  football  coach  last  December  17th,  one  week 
after  Frank  Howard  retired  from  active  coaching. 

Ingram,  who.  like  Howard,  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  started  out  in  high  school  coaching 
and  when  he  took  his  first  collegiate  assistantship  at 
Wake  Forest  in  1960,  set  a  goal  of  becoming  a  head 
coach  in  10  years.  Just  as  planned,  he  made  it. 

Following  one  year  with  the  Deacons,  he  toiled  and 
listened  three  years  at  Virginia  Tech,  another  three  at 
Georgia  and  a  final  trio  at  Arkansas  before  accepting 
the  Clemson  offer. 

Ingram  found,  in  his  words,  "not  many  great  football 
players,  but  more  than  our  share  of  good  ones"  at  Clem- 
son. He  made  the  best  of  20  spring  practice  days. 

Now,  with  the  first  season  to  call  their  own.  Ingram 
and  his  staff  are  anxious  to  put  their  ideas  to  work,  to 
recruit  their  first  complete  freshman  team  and  to  con- 
tinue the  Clemson  tradition  —  a  solid  football  program.

THE  U.N.C.  SERIES 

Three  weeks  ago  Clemson  faced  the  leading  pass- 
er in  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  history  in  Duke's 
Leo  Hart.  Before  the  sun  sets  today,  the  Tigers 
will  have  faced  the  leading  rusher  in  ACC  history. 

Don  McCauley  of  North  Carolina  needs  to  gain 
two  yards  against  the  Tigers  to  own  that  honor. 

And  he's  expected  to  do  it! 

McCauley  already  has  tucked  in  his  record  book 
the  season  rushing  record.  He  enters  the  game 
with  1,257  yards  on  the  ground,  the  previous  high 
being  1.213  by  Frank  Quaylc  of  Virginia. 

Now.  he  is  going  for  another  Quaylc  mark.  The 
former  Cavalier  star  blitzed  opposing  teams  for 
2,695  yards  in  three  years  and  McCauley  now  has 
2.694.' 

Clemson  has  its  own  record -setters  in  today's 
game  also. 

Quarterback  Tommy  Kendrick  broke  the  all- 
time  Tiger  passing  yardage  mark  against  Florida 
Stale  last  Saturday  night  and  now  totals  2,636 
yards.  Jimmy  Addison  had  the  record,  but  Ken- 
drick is  now  20  yards  past  him. 

Kendrick  had  48  pass  attempts.  25  completions 
and  53  offensive  plays  against  Florida  State,  all 
Clemson  one-game  records. 

Eddie  Seigler  booted  two  field  goals  in  the  Semi- 
nole game,  giving  his  seven  on  the  year  and  thai 
ties  a  school  record.  He  already  owns  the  record 
for  distance  at  48  yards. 

These  record  pacers  are  ready  to  add  to  their 
totals  today,  so  don't  be  surprised  at  a  high  scor- 
ing contest.  Each  team  is  capable  of  wearing  pen- 
cil pushers  down. 

The  Tiger-Tar  Heel  series  is  an  old  one,  but  it 
hasn't  been  as  consistent  as  some  other  teams  on 
Clemson's  schedule. 

Actually,  the  two  schools  met  first  in  1897,  Ihe 
second  year  Clemson  fielded  a  team,  and  North 
Carolina  won,  28-0.  The  fifth  meeting  was  in  1915 
and  the  Tar  Heels  broke  a  two-all  tie  with  a  9-7 
win. 

There  was  not  a  game  between  the  two  from 
1915  until  1957  when  Jim  Tatum's  team  routed  the 
Tigers,  26-0.  But  Frank  Howard  got  revenge  next 
year  with  a  26-21  triumph,  which  was  his  100th 
coaching  victory. 

In  13  games  as  ACC  members,  Clemson  hulds  a 
9-4  edge  and  leads  the  overall  series,  1 1-7.  The  Tar 
Heels  won  last  year.  32-15,  after  Clemson  had  won 
the  three  games  previously.

Movie  crews  filming  the  game  for  Clemson  and  the 
visiting  team  have  a  27-foot  open  section  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  deck  of  the  press  box  which  will 
easily  accommodate  six  movie  tripods. 

One  flight  up  is  a  35-yard  long  "front  row"  for  still 
cameras  and  those  filming  for  TV.  No  one  is  too  far  off 
the  50-yard  line  with  the  angle  afforded  from  this  top 
deck. 

Photographers,  as  well  as  sportswriters  covering  Clem- 
son's  home  games,  have  become  accustomed  to  the  third 
floor  of  the  press  box.  Behind  the  row  of  cameras  is  the 
famous  buffet  served  for  those  covering  the  game  where 
the  finest  of  food  is  enjoyed  from  the  "Top  of  the 
Valley." 

Chief  photographer  Charles  Haralson,  and  his  assist- 
ants, Tom  Shockley,  Hal  Smith  and  Bill  Osteen.  are  on 
hand  for  two  reasons:  to  shoot  game  films  for  the  ath- 
letic staff;  and  to  assist  visiting  photographers  covering 
the  game. 

Harry  Durham  and  Jim  Burns  head  up  the  Clemson 
Communications  Center  and  devote  their  time  seeing 
that  all  runs  well,  and  at  the  same  time,  always  willing 
to  lend  a  helping  hand. 

During  the  week  many  requests  for  game  action  film, 
video  taped  interviews,  stills  and  other  special  photo 
needs  are  filled  for  newspapers,  radio  and  TV  stations. 

Game  action  is  shot  during  the  first  half  of  each  home 
game  by  a  staff  photographer  and  a  set  of  pictures  (five 
or  six  prints)  is  furnished  to  any  news  media  request 
before  the  end  of  the  game. 

This  rapid  service  is  done  through  a  Fotorite  machine, 
a  rapid  print  processing,  and  is  the  only  one  in  use  in 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  and  one  of  the  few  in  the 
nation  used  as  such. 

During  the  past  eight  seasons  nearly  3,300  photos  have 
been  given  free  to  the  press  by  the  process,  thanks  to 
the  closely-knit  crew  of  the  Communications  Center. 


Network  In  17th  Year  .  .  . 

The  Clemson  Football  Network  enters  its  17th  year 
in  1970  with  an  expanded  format  which  will  give  net- 
work listeners  a  belter  "inside  look"  on  the  Tigers. 

The  network,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  university- 
operated  networks  in  the  nation,  averaged  57.7  stations 
a  game  last  fall.  With  the  type  enthusiasm  exhibited  in 
the  spring  toward  Clemson  football,  a  network  as  large, 
or  larger,  is  anticipated  this  fall. 

Jim  Phillips  and  Bruce  Buchanan,  both  from  the  staff 
of  WFBC  Radio  and  Television  in  Greenville,  will  again 
handle  the  play-by-play  and  color  respectively,  and 
Banks  McFadden,  former  Clemson  All -America,  will 
add  his  commentary  with  halftime  interviews.  Either 
Bill  Garrison  or  Bill  Lynn  of  the  WFBC  engineering 
staff  will  serve  as  producer-director  to  give  the  network 
the  best  possible  professional  touch. 

Added  this  year  for  the  first  time  will  be  a  pre-game 
as  well  as  a  post-game  show  by  Clemson's  new  football 
coach,  Cecil  (Hootie)  Ingram. 

The  network  will  sign  on  five  minutes  earlier  than 
usual  and  stay  on  the  air  10  minutes  following  the  wrap- 
up  period  when  Phillips  and  Ingram  will  comment  on 
what  to  expect  in  the  game,  then  just  a  few  minutes 
away;  as  well  as  presenting  quick  observations  of  the 
game  just  completed. 

Phillips,  now  sports  director  of  WFBC  Radio  and  TV, 
has  17  years  of  broadcasting  behind  him.  He  came  from 
his  native  Ohio  where  he  was  affiliated  at  various  times 
with  stations  in  Alliance,  Ashland  and  Lima.  Before 
coming  with  the  Clemson  network.  Phillips  did  the  play- 
by-play  for  the  Kent  State  University  Network. 

Buchanan  is  general  manager  of  WFBC  Radio  and  is 
well-known  in  sports  broadcasting  circles  throughout 
the  Carolinas.  He  had  done  a  variety  of  high  school 
sports  for  many  years.  He  has  been  closely  associated 
with  Clemson  athletics  for  nearly  two  decades. 

Clemson  network  listeners  can  expect  an  accurate, 
colorful  and  professional  description  of  each  game.  Phil- 
lips, Buchanan  and  McFadden  will  triple-team  micro- 
phones in  covering  every  corner  of  South  Carolina  with 
Tiger  football.

What  Do  You  Do  With  It? 


Pollution  has  been  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  die  for  the  good  of  mankind. 

Throughout  the  trial,  only  a  handful  of  positive 
comments  were  spoken  on  behalf  of  this  despised 
public  enemy. 

But  it  issues—  like  people  —  are  allowed  their  dav 
in  court,  then  perhaps  a  kind  word  could  be  said 
about  pollution  it  it  is  considered  a  springboard  for 
many  of  the  new  advances  of  modern  living 

"Bonuses"  from  the  war  on  pollution  mav  be  glass 
containers  which  melt  away,  wine  processed  from 
tomato  vine  waste,  or  animal  feed  and  tertih/er 
made  from  treated  sewage. 

Even  newspapers  may  eventually  become  a  usable 
protein. 


Such  ideas,  once  considered  radical,  have  become 
Commonplace  as  brilliant  researchers  are  challenged 
to  find  new  disposable  mothmls  for  all  types  of  gar- 
bage. 

Each  year  Americans  must  figure  out  what  to  do 
with  3.5  billion  tons  of  solid  waste.  This  trash  includes 
4»  billion  t  ans.  20  billion  bottles,  more  than  30  mil- 
lion tons  ot  paper,  four  million  tons  of  plastics  and 
100  million  rubber  tires. 

Some  of  the  creative  thinking  on  disposing  of 
this  staggering  volume  of  solid  waste  is  being  done 
at  Clemson  University. 

I  he  federal  government  is  sponsoring  Clemson's 
research  to  develop  materials  for  ,i  glass  packaging 
container  which  could  bo  easily  processed  to  dis- 
solve in  water  after  use  A  breakthrough  on  this 
problem  could  remedy  a  major  source  of  solid  waste 
pollution.

Mines  estimates  that  if  .ill  solid  waste  were  properly 
incinerated  it  would  yield  salvageable  metals  worth 
more  than  $1  billion  annually. 

Another  Clemson  researcher  is  determining  more 
effective  ways  ol  incinerating  discarded  plastic  ma- 
terials to  minimize  the  amount  of  toxic  pollutants 
released  into  the  air. 

A  great  struggle  with  solid  waste  pollution  also  is 
occurring  on  farms  where  large  numbers  of  animals 
are  confined  in  livesto<  k  produ<  tion  fa<  ilities. 

The  concentration  of  animals  represents  modern 
agricultural  practices  aimed  at  greater  efficiency  in 
livestock  production  and  a  higher  quality  meat  for 
consumers  But  the  large  volume  of  waste  produced 
daily  creates  a  potential  source  of  pollution  for 
ground  and  surface  waters. 

Wastes  can  be  mechanically  hauled  to  a  pasture 
or  dumped  into  lagoons  (open  ponds  in  which  bac- 
teria act  to  decompose  the  material)  Where  lagoons 
are  used,  their  relationship  with  stream  waters  is 
governed  by  strict  regulations  set  by  the  S.  C.  Water 
Pollution  Authority. 

Clemson's  Extension  Service  experts  are  helping 
South  Carolina  farmers  cope  with  the  problem  through 
educational  programs  in  waste  management  and 
planning. 

Expansion  of  research  programs  in  animal  waste 
management  is  planned  by  Clemson's  agricultural 
engineering  department  to  provide  new  informa- 
tion for  the  state's  livestock  producers. 

"Solid  waste  presents  a  terrific  technological  chal- 
lenge," says  Dr  Huibert,  "The  traditional  methods 
of  waste  disposal  are  overloaded.  Even  municipal 
collection  agencies  are  burdened  beyond  their  ca- 
pacities. 

"These  problems  have  to  be  solved,"  he  warns, 
"else  there  must  be  a  drastic  change  in  the  econom- 
ics of  solid  waste  disposal.  The  federal  government 
through  subsidies  must  help  clean  up  the  waste  or 
the  consumer  must  pay  for  his  share  of  the  pollution  ''
